1 Striped Jacket 

Illustrated Front Cover (Left) 

MATERIAL: 

Starlite Crepe: 

Main Colour (M.C.) 

10, (10: 11: 11:) balls 
Contrast Colour (C.C.) 

10, (11: 11: 12) balls 
1 pr. No. 10 and 11 needles. 7 Buttons. 

MEASUREMENTS: 

Bust: 32, (34: 36: 38) ins. 

Length: 24 ins. (all sizes) 

Sleeves: 15 ins. (all sizes) 

TENSION: 

7 sts. to 1 inch. 

PATTERN OF STRIPES 

4 rows C.C., 2 rows M.C. 

Rep. these 6 rows inclusive. 

BACK: *Using M.C. and No. 11 needles 
cast on 112, (120: 128: 136) sts. and 
work in stocking stitch. Work 22 rows. 
Change to No. 10 needles and work a 
further 22 rows.* Cont. in patt. of 
stripes. Cont. until work measures 6 ins. 
from beg. Incr. 1 stitch each end of the 
next and every 24th row thereafter until 
120, (128: 136: 144) sts. Cont. until 
work measures 18 ins. (or length 
required, this allows for a hem of 22 
rows) ending on a purl row. 

Shape Armholes: Cast off at beg. of the 
next and every row 2, (4: 6: 8) sts. twice, 
2, (2: 3: 4) sts. twice. Deer. 1 stitch each 
end of every 2nd row 8 times. Cont. on 
rem. 96, (100: 102: 104) sts. until arm¬ 
holes measure 5 ins. on the straight end¬ 
ing on a purl row. Incr. 1 stitch each 
end of the next and every 4th row 6 
times. (108: 112: 114: 116 sts.) Cont. 
until armholes measure 7| ins. ending on 
a purl row. 

Shape Shoulders: Cast off at beg. of the 
next and every row 6 sts. 10 times, 4, 
(5: 6: 7) sts. twice, 40, (42: 42: 42) sts. 
once. 

Pocket Lining: (1). Using C.C. and No. 
10 needles cast on 24 sts. and work in 
stocking stitch for 7 ins. ending on a knit 
row. Leave aside. 

LEFT FRONT: Using M.C. and No. 11 
needles cast on 66, (70: 74: 78) sts. and 
work as back from * to *. Cont. in patt. 


of stripes and cast on 9 sts. at end of the 
1st row for front facing. 

Next row: P9, Kl, purl to end. 

Next row: Knit to last 10 sts., PI, K9. 
Rep. last 2 rows until work measures 
6 ins. from beg. ending on a purl row. 
Incr. 1 stitch on side edge at beg. of the 
next and every 24th row 4 times. (79: 
83: 87: 91 sts.). Cont. until work 
measures same as Back to armhole end¬ 
ing at side edge. 

Shape Armhole: Cast off at beg. of the 
next and every 2nd row 2, (4: 6: 8) sts. 
once, 2, (2: 3: 4) sts. once, 1 stitch 8 
times. Cont. on rem. 67, (69: 70: 71) 
sts. until armhole measures 3 ins. ending 
at armhole edge. 

To Make Pocket Opening: 

Next row: K8, cast off 24 sts., knit to 
end. 

Next row: Purl to pocket opening, P24 
sts. of pocket lining, P8 sts. Cont. until 
armhole measures 5 ins. on the straight 
ending at armhole edge. Incr. 1 stitch 
at beg. of next and every 4th row 6 
times, at the same time when armhole 
measures 6 ins., end at front edge. 

Shape Neck: Cast off at beg. of the next 
and every 2nd row 19 sts. once, 6, (7: 7: 
7) sts. once, 3 sts. twice, 2 sts. 3 times, 1 
stitch twice. 

Cont. until armhole measures 7| ins. 
ending at armhole edge. 

Shape Shoulder: Cast off at beg. of the 
next and alt. rows 6 sts. 5 times, 4, (5: 
6: 7) sts. once. 

Fold up the first 22 rows for hem and 
pin into place. 

Mark off 7 buttonhole positions on Left 
Front: The first one in centre of hem, the 
seventh a \ inch from neck shaping and 
evenly space 5 others between. 

To Make Double Buttonhole: K3, cast 
off 3 sts., K3, PI, K3, cast off 3 sts. On 
the next row cast on 3 sts. over the cast 
off 3 sts. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work as Left Front in 
reverse with the addition of 6 buttonholes 
as marked off on Left Front and button¬ 
hole in hem as follows:— 

Work 10 rows. 

11th row: K3, cast off 3 sts., knit to end. 
12th row: Purl and cast on 3 sts. over 
cast off 3 sts. 

Work 20 rows. 

33rd row: As 11th row. 

34th row: As 12th row. 
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SLEEVES: Using No. 10 needles cast on 
58, (60: 62: 64) sts. and work 24 rows in 
stocking stitch. Change to No. 11 needles 
and work a further 24 rows. Change to 
No. 10 needles and patt. of stripes. Incr. 

1 stitch each end of the next and every 
6th row thereafter until 98, (100: 102: 
104) sts. Cont. until sleeves measure 17 
ins. (or length required, this allows for 
hem) ending on a purl row. Cast off at 
beg. of the next and every row 3, (4: 5: 
6) sts. twice, 1 stitch 4 times, 2 sts. 24 
times, 1 stitch 6 times, 3 sts. 4 times, 22 
sts. once. 

POCKET FLAP: (1) Using M.C. and 
No. 10 needles cast on 25 sts. and work 
18 rows in stocking stitch. Change to 
No. 11 needles and work a further 18 
rows. Cast off. 

COLLAR: Using M.C. and No. 10 
needles cast on 40, (42: 42: 42) sts. and 
work in stocking stitch. Cast on 8 sts. at 
the end of the next 8 rows. (104: 106: 
106: 106 sts.) Work 49 rows. Cast off 
at beg. of the next and every row 8 sts. 
8 times, 40, (42: 42: 42) sts. once. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work on the 
wrong side. Using a small back stitch 
sew up shoulder seams. Press seams 
open. Sew up side and sleeve seams. 
Press seams. Neatly join Collar and 
pocket flap ends. Join sides of pocket 
flap. Fold the front facings and all hems 
to inside and slip stitch down. Press 
Collar, Pocket Flap, hems, and facings. 
Neatly attach Pocket Flap to pocket 
opening edge. Fold the pocket up and 
neatly attach the cast off edge to pocket 
opening. Join sides of pocket lining. 
Attach Collar to neck edge \ inch in 
from front edges. Sew round double 
buttonholes. Sew on buttons. 

2 Sweater with 
Striped Trim 

Illustrated Front Cover (Right) 

MATERIAL: 

Fifth Avenue: 

Main Colour (M.C.) 

13, (14: 15: 16) balls 

Starlite Crepe: 

Main Colour (M.C.) 

15, (16: 17: 18) balls 
In whichever yarn is used 1 ball is 
required for First Contrast (F.C.) and 
1 ball for Second Contrast (S.C.) 

1 pr. No. 10 and 11 needles. 

MEASUREMENTS: 

Bust: 32, (34: 36: 38) ins. 

Length: 23, (23£: 23±: 23±) ins. 

Sleeves: 17 ins. (all sizes) 

TENSION: 

7 sts. to 1 inch. 

BACK: Using M.C. and No. 11 needles 
cast on 117, (123: 129: 135) sts. and 


work in stocking stitch for 10 rows. 
Change to No. 10 needles and purl 2 rows 
(the 1st row for fold of hem row). Cont. 
in stocking stitch. When work measures 
4\ ins. from fold of hem row incr. 1 
stitch each end of the next and every 
16th row thereafter until 123, (129: 135: 
141) sts. Cont. until work measures 14 
ins. from fold of hem row ending on a 
purl row. 

Shape Armholes: Cast off at beg. of the 
next and every row 3, (4: 5: 6) sts. twice, 
2 sts. 6 times. Deer. 1 stitch each end 
of the next and every 2nd row 4 times. 
Cont. on rem. 97, (101: 105: 109) sts. 
until armholes measure 7^, (7J: 1\\ 7|) 
ins. on the straight ending on a purl row. 
Shape Shoulders: Cast off at beg. of the 
next and every row 3, (4: 5: 3) sts. twice, 
4, (4: 4: 5) sts. 6 times, 67, (69: 71: 73) 
sts. rem. Knit 3 rows (the 2nd row for 
fold of facing row). Cont. in stocking 
stitch and incr. 1 stitch each end of the 
next and every row 6 times. 

Cast off loosely. 

FRONT: Work as Back until 3 ins. from 
fold of hem row ending, on a purl row. 
Note: When working in the stripes, use a 
separate ball in M.C. for other side. 
Next row: Using M.C. work to centre 1 
stitch, 1 F.C., work in M.C. to end. 
Cont. to work 1 stitch extra each side of 
centre 1 F.C. on every row until 11 sts. 
in F.C. (6 rows). Work 8 rows in M.C. 
Next row: Work in M.C. to within the 
15 centre sts., work 15 S.C., work in 
M.C. to end. 

Cont. to work 1 stitch extra each side of 
centre 15 S.C. on every 2nd row until 
21 sts. in S.C. (8 rows). Work 8 rows in 
M.C. 

Next row: Work in M.C. to within the 
25 centre sts., work 25 F.C., work in 
M.C. to end. 

Cont. to work 1 stitch extra each side of 
centre 25 F.C. on every 2nd row until 
31 sts. in F.C. (8 rows). Work 8 rows in 
M.C. Cont. working stripes in this way 
with M.C. to within 55 centre sts., S.C. 
centre 55 sts., M.C. to end. Work 1 
stitch extra each side of centre sts. in S.C. 
on every 4th row. Cont. pattern of 
stripes as before working the extra 1 
stitch each side of centre sts. on every 
4th row until 77 centre sts. Cont. pattern 
of stripes on these 77 sts., at the same 
time shape as for Back. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 11 needles and 
M.C. cast on 54, (56: 58: 60) sts. and 
work in stocking stitch for 7 rows. 
Change to No. 11 needles and knit 2 
rows, (the first row for fold of hem 
row). Cont. in stocking stitch and incr. 
1 stitch each end of the 7th, then every 
6th row thereafter until 96, (98: 100: 
102) sts. Cont. until sleeve measures 17 
ins. (or length required) ending on a purl 
row. Cast off 3, (4: 5: 6) sts. at beg. of 
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the next 2 rows. Deer. 1 stitch each end 
of the next and every 2nd row until 46 
sts. rem. ending on a purl row. Cast off 
at beg. of the next and every row 3 sts. 
8 times, 22 sts. once. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work on the 
wrong side. Using a small back stitch 
sew up shoulders and neck facing. Press 
seams. Sew up side and sleeve seams. 
Press seams. Set sleeves in smoothly. 
Fold hems to inside and slip stitch down. 
Lightly press hems and facings. 

3 Raglan Style 
Sweater with 
Crew or V Neck 

MATERIAL: 

5th Avenue: 

13, (14: 15: 16: 17) balls 

Gleam Crepe: 

15, (16: 17: 18: 19) balls 

Starlite Crepe: 

15, (16: 17: 18: 19) balls 
V NECK STYLE: 1 ball less in which¬ 
ever yarn is used. 

1 pr. No. 10, 11 and 12 needles. 

MEASUREMENTS: 

Bust: 32, (34: 36: 38: 40) ins. 

Length: 22^ ins. (all sizes) 

Sleeves: \1\ ins. (all sizes) 

TENSION: 

7 sts. to 1 inch. 

BACK: Using No. 12 needles cast on 
107, (113: 119: 125: 131) sts. and work 
firmly in rib of Kl, PI for 1^ ins. 
Change to No. 10 needles and stocking 
stitch. Incr. 1 stitch each end of the 3rd 
and every 8th row thereafter until 121, 
(127: 135: 141: 149) sts. Cont. until 
work measures 14 ins. (or length 
required) ending on the wrong side of 
work. 

Shape Raglans: Cast off 3, (3: 4: 4: 5) 
sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Next row: Knit. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: K2, K3 tog., knit to last 5 
sts., si. 1, K2 tog. t.b.l., p.s.s.o., K2. 

Next row: Purl. 

Rep. the last 4 rows until 35, (37: 39: 
41: 43) sts. rem. Purl 1 row. Cast off 
loosely. 

FRONT: 

CREW NECK STYLE: Work as Back 
until 59, (61: 63: 65: 67) sts. rem. in 
raglan shaping ending on a knit row. 
Shape Neck: 

Next row: P20, cast off the centre 19, 
(21: 23: 25: 27) sts., P20. Work on the 
last 20 sts. Cont. shaping raglan as 
before, at the same time, deer. 1 stitch 
at neck edge on the next and every 2nd 
row 6 times. Cont. to shape raglan until 
2 sts. rem. Work 2 tog. and fasten off. 


Ret. to rem. sts., join in yarn at neck 
edge and finish to correspond with other 
side in reverse. 

V NECK STYLE: Work as Back until 
107, (113: 115: 117: 119) sts. rem. in 
raglan shaping ending on a knit row. 

Divide for Y Neck: 

Next row: P53, (56: 57: 58: 59) sts., turn, 
leave rem. 54, (57: 58: 59: 60) sts. on 
holder. 

Work on the 53, (56: 57: 58 59) sts. 
Shape neck at beg. of the next and every 
4th row by Kl, si. 1, Kl, p.s.s.o., 14, (15: 
16: 17: 18) times, at the same time, cont. 
shaping raglan until 3 sts. rem. 

Purl 1 row. K3 tog. and fasten off. Ret. 
to rem. sts., slip centre 1 stitch onto 
holder, join in yarn at neck edge and 
finish to correspond with other side in 
reverse, working K2 tog., Kl on neck 
shaping. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 12 needles cast on 
54, (56: 58: 60: 62) sts. and work firmly 
in rib of Kl, PI for 3 ins. and evenly 
incr. 4, (6: 8: 10: 12) sts. on the last row. 
(58: 62: 66: 70: 74 sts.) Change to No. 10 
needles and stocking stitch. Incr. 1 stitch 
each end of the 9th and every 6th row 
thereafter until 84, (94: 100: 106: 106) 
sts., then every 4th row until 100, (104: 
110: 114: 120) sts. Cont. until sleeves 
measure 17^ ins. (or length required) 
ending on a purl row. Shape raglan as 
for Back until 14 sts. rem. Purl 1 row. 
Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work on the wrong 
side. Using a small back stitch sew up 
the 2 front and right back raglan seams. 
Press seams. 

CREW NECK BAND: With right side 
of work facing and using No. 12 needles 
pick up and knit 25 sts. on each side of 
front neck, 19, (21: 23: 25: 27) sts. on 
centre front, 12 sts. on each sleeve top, 
35, (37: 39: 41: 43) sts. across back neck. 
(128: 132: 136: 140: 144 sts.) Work in 
rib of Kl, PI for 2 ins. and cast off 
loosely ribwise. 

V NECK BAND: With right side of 
work facing and using No. 12 needles 
pick up and knit 12 sts. on each sleeve 
top, 64, (68: 68: 68: 68) sts. each side of 
neck, centre 1 stitch from holder, 35, (37: 
39: 41: 43) sts. across back neck. (188: 
198: 200: 202: 204 sts.) Work in rib of 
Kl, PI, keeping the centre 1 stitch in 
knit and deer. 1 stitch each side of 
centre 1 stitch every row for 1 inch. 
Work 1 row straight, then incr. 1 stitch 
each side of centre 1 stitch for 1 inch. 
Cast off loosely ribwise. 

TO FINISH OFF: Sew up rem. raglan 
and neck band ends. Press seam. Sew up 
side and sleeve seams. Press seams open. 
Fold neck band in half to inside and slip 
stitch down. 
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3 Raglan Style Sweater with 
Crew or V Neck

4 Tweed Jacket 

MATERIAL: 

5th Avenue: 

14, (15: 16) balls each of 2 colours 
1 pr. No. 5 and 8 needles. 5 Buttons. 

MEASUREMENTS: 

Bust: 34, (36: 38) ins. 

Length: 24^ ins. (all sizes) 

Sleeves: 16 ins. (all sizes) 

TENSION: 

5 sts. to 1 inch. 

NOTE: 1 ball of each colour is used 
together inclusive. 

PATTERN 

1st row: (wrong side of work) (K3, yarn 
to front as if to purl, slip 1, yarn to back) 
rep. to last 3 sts. K3. 

2nd row: (K3, keeping yarn at back, slip 
1 purlwise) rep. to last 3 sts., K3. 

3rd row: Kl, (yarn to front as if to purl, 
slip 1, yarn to back, K3) rep. to last 2 
sts., yarn to front as if to purl, slip 1, 
yarn at back, Kl. 

4th row: Kl, (keeping yarn at back, slip 
1 purlwise, K3) rep. to last 2 sts., keeping 
yarn at back, slip 1 purlwise, Kl. 

Rep. these 4 rows inclusive. 

BACK: Using yarn double and No. 8 
needles cast on the “thumb method” 91, 
(95: 99) sts. Work 14 rows in Garter 
Stitch. Change to No. 5 needles and 
pattern inclusive. Cont. until work ~ 
measures 14^ ins. (or length required) 
ending on the wrong side of work. 

Shape Armholes: Keeping pattern in 
order cast off at beg. of next and every 
row 4, (4: 4) sts. twice, 2, (2: 2) sts. 2, 
(4: 6) times. Deer. 1 stitch each end of 
every 4th row until 75, (75: 75) sts. rem. 
Cont. until armholes measure 8 ins. on 
the straight ending on the wrong side of 
work. 

Shape Shoulders: Keeping pattern in 
order cast off in pattern at beg. of the 
next and every row 4 sts. 6 times, 8 sts. 
twice, 5 sts. twice, 25 sts. once. 

LEFT FRONT: Using No. 8 needles and 
yarn double cast on the “thumb method” 
52, (56: 60) sts. Work 14 rows in Garter 
Stitch. 

Next row: K9 (all sizes), slip these 9 sts. 
onto a holder for Front Border, change 
to No. 5 needles and proceed across the 
rem. 43, (47: 51) sts. for the 1st pattern 
row. 

Cont. in pattern on these stitches until 
work measures 141 ins. ending at side 
edge. 

Shape Armhole: Keeping pattern in 
order cast off in pattern at beg. of the 
next and every 2nd row 4, (4: 6) sts. 
once, 2, (4: 4) sts. once. Work 1 row to 
armhole edge. 

Shape Armhole and Front Edge: Keep¬ 
ing pattern in order, deer. 1 stitch on 


armhole edge every 2nd row 3, (5: 7) 
times, at the same time, on front edge 

deer. 1 stitch on the next and every 4th 
row thereafter 9 times. Cont. on rem. 25 
sts. (all sizes) until Armhole measures 8 
ins. on the straight ending at armhole 
edge. 

Shape Shoulder: Keeping pattern in order 
cast off in pattern at beg. of next and 
alt. rows 4 sts. 3 times, 8 sts. once, 5 sts. 
once. 

RIGHT FRONT: Using No. 8 needles 
and yarn double cast on the “thumb 
method” 52, (56: 60) sts. Work 14 rows 
in Garter Stitch. Change to No. 5 
needles, work the 1st row of pattern over 
43, (47: 51) sts. and leave rem. 9 sts. on 
holder for front border. Work to corres¬ 
pond with Left Front in reverse. 
SLEEVES: Using No. 8 needles and 
yarn double cast on the “thumb 
method” 55, (59: 63) sts. Work 14 rows 
in Garter Stitch. Change to No. 5 needles 
and pattern inclusive. Keeping pattern in 
order incr. 1 stitch each end of the 5th 
and every 12th row thereafter until 71, 
(75: 79) sts. Cont. until sleeve measures 
16 ins. (or length required) ending on the 
wrong side of work. Keeping pattern in 
order cast off in pattern at beg. of the 
next and every row 2, (4: 6) sts. twice, 2, 
(2: 2) sts. 4 times, 1, (1: 1) stitch 28 
times, 4, (4: 4) sts. 4 times, 15, (15: 15) 
sts. once. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work on the 
wrong side. Using a small back stitch 
sew up shoulder seams. Press seams. Sew 
up side and sleeve seams. Press seams. 
Set sleeves in smoothly. 

LEFT FRONT BORDER: Join in yarn 
double at inside edge and using No. 8 
needles cont. in Garter Stitch on the 9 
sts. until Border fits neatly to the beg. of 
Front edge shaping. Incr. 1 stitch at 
inside edge on the next and every 3rd 
row thereafter until 25 sts. Cont. until 
7 ins. from beg. of increases. Cast off. 
Mark off for 5 buttonhole positions: The 
first one on the 15th row from beg., the 
fifth one a \ inch below the beg. of front 
shaping and 3 others evenly spaced 
between. 

To make a buttonhole: K3, cast off 3 
sts., K3. On the next row work and cast 
on 3 sts. over cast off 3 sts. 

RIGHT FRONT BORDER: Work as 
Left Front Border with the addition of 
5 buttonholes as marked olf on Left 
Border. 

COLLAR: Using No. 8 needles and yarn 
double cast on the “thumb method” 25 
sts. and work in Garter Stitch for 12 ins. 
Cast off. 

TO FINISH OFF: Neatly attach Front 
Borders in a flat seam. Attach collar 
round remainder of neck edge. Join 
collar ends to Front Border ends for 2f 
ins. to front lapels. Sew on buttons. 
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5 Raglan Style 
Cardigan with 
High or 
V Buttoning 

MATERIAL: 

5th Avenue: 

13, (14: 15: 16: 17) balls 
Gleam Crepe: 

15, (16: 17: 18: 19) balls 
Starlite Crepe: 

15, (16: 17: 18: 19) balls 
1 Ball less required for V Buttoning 
Style. 

1 pr. No. 10 and 12 needles. 7 Buttons 
for High Buttoning. 

5 Buttons for V Buttoning. 

MEASUREMENTS: 

Bust: 32, (34: 36: 38: 40) ins. 

Length: 21±, (22: 22\\ 22±: 23) ins. 

Sleeves: 17 ins. (all sizes) 

TENSION: 

7 sts. to 1 inch. 

ABBREVIATION: 

Tw.2— Twist 2: Knit into the front of 
2nd stitch, then, into the front of 1st 
stitch and slip both off left needle. 

BACK: Using No. 12 needles cast on 
120, (128: 136: 142: 150) sts. and work in 
rib of Kl, PI for 8 rows. Change to 
No. 10 needles and stocking stitch. Cont. 
until work measures 14 ins. (or length 
required) ending on a purl row. 

Shape Raglans: Cast off 5, (6: 7: 8: 9) 
sts. at beg. of the next 2 rows. 

Next row: P2, Tw.2, PI, si. 1, Kl, 
p.s.s.o., knit to last 7 sts., K2 tog., PI, 
Tw2, P2. 

Next row: K2, P2, Kl, purl to last 5 sts., 
Kl, P2, K2. 

Rep. last 2 rows until 38, (38: 40: 40: 42) 
sts. rem. Cast off. 

POCKET LINING: (2) Using No. 10 
needles cast on 34 sts. and work in stock¬ 
ing stitch for 4| ins. ending on a purl 
row. Leave aside. 

LEFT FRONT—HIGH BUTTONING: 

*Using No. 12 needles cast on 67, (71: 
75: 79: 83) sts. 

1st row: Kl, (PI, Kl) rep. to end. 

2nd row: PI, (Kl, PI) rep. to end. 

Rep. these 2 rows 3 times. Change to 
No. 10 needles. 

Next row: Knit to last 15 sts., PI, Tw.2, 
PI, leaving rem. 11 sts. on holder for 
Front Band. 

Next row: Kl, P2, Kl, purl to end. 

Cont. as established until work measures 
5^ ins. ending on a purl row. 

Pocket Opening: 

Next row: K9, slip next 34 sts. onto 
holder, K34 sts. of pocket lining K13, 
(17: 21: 25: 29) sts. 


Cont. until work measures 14 ins. ending 
on a purl row. 

Shape Raglan: Cast off 5, (6: 7: 8: 9) sts., 
work to end. 

Next row: Work to last 5 sts., Kl, P2, 
K2.*

1 ch. 3 tr. into next ch.) rep. ending 
with 1 tr., 1 ch., 1 tr.

3 tr. into space, (1 tr. 1 ch. 1 tr. into 
centre of shell, 3 tr. 1 ch. 3 tr. into space) 
rep. ending with a shell.

SLEEVES: Using No. 9 needles cast on 
65 sts. (both sizes) and work in pattern. 
Incr. 1 stitch each end of the 11th and 
every 6th row thereafter until 93, (97) 
sts., taking all incr. sts. into pattern. 
Cont. until sleeves measure 12 ins. (or 
length required) ending on a purl row. 
Cast off at beg. of every row 2 sts. 20, 
(22) times, 4 sts. 6 times, 6 sts. twice, 17 
sts. once. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work on the 
wrong side. Sew up shoulder seams. 
Press seams. Sew up side and sleeve 
seams. Press seams. Set in sleeves. Beg. 
at right front lower edge and work 2 
rows of d.c. round edges of jacket and 
make 7 buttonholes on Right Front on 
the 2nd row, the first one I inch from 
lower edge, the seventh at neck edge and 
5 more evenly spaced between. 

To Make a Buttonhole: 4 ch., miss 4 
d.c., 11 d.c. 

3rd round: * 6 d.c., 4 ch., slip it into 
4th ch. near hook (picot), 1 ch. * rep. to 
end of round working 5 d.c. into ch. of 
buttonhole and omit picot on left front. 
Work 2 rows d.c. round lower edges of 
sleeves and then the 3rd row as given for 
jacket. 

BUTTON COVERS (7): Make 3 ch. and 
join with a slip stitch to form a ring. 

1st round: 9 d.c. into ring. 

2nd round: 2 d.c. into each d.c. (18 d.c.). 
3rd round: 1 d.c. into each d.c. 

4th round: * 1 d.c., miss 1 d.c. * rep. to 
end of round. 

Fasten off. Place moulds in button 
covers, draw up and fasten off. Sew on 
buttons.

2nd and alt. rows: Kl, purl to last 
stitch, Kl. 

3rd row: K2 tog., K5, (Y.F., K3, Y.F., 
K3, si. 1, K2 tog., p.s.s.o., K3) rep. to last 
10 sts. Y.F., K3, Y.F., K5, K2 tog. 

5th row: K2 tog., K4, (Y.F., K5, Y.F., K2, 
si. 1, K2 tog., p.s.s.o., K2) rep. to last 11 
sts., Y.F., K5, Y.F., K4, K2 tog. 

7th row: K2 tog., K3, (Y.F., K7, Y.F., 
Kl, si. 1, K2 tog., p.s.s.o., Kl) rep. to 
last 12 sts., Y.F., K7, Y.F., K3, K2 tog. 
9th row: K2 tog., K2, (Y.F., K9, Y.F., 
si. 1, K2 tosr., p.s.s.o.) rep. to last 13 sts., 
Y.F., K9, Y.F., K2, K2 tog. 

11th row: K4, (Y.F., K3, si. 1, K2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., K3, Y.F., K3) rep. to last stitch, 
Kl. 

13th row: K5, (Y.F., K2, si. 1, K2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., K2, Y.F., K5) rep. to end of row. 
15th row: K6, (Y.F., Kl, si. 1, K2 tog., 
p.s.s.o., Kl, Y.F., K7) rep. to last 11 sts., 
Y.F., Kl, si.

Using the pr. of No. 10 needles cast on 
88 sts.

1 stitch at the end of the iast row. Change 
to No. 12 needles and work in patt. 
inclusive until work measures 6 ins. 
Shape Leg: Keeping patt. in order deer. 
1 stitch each end of the next and every 
6th row thereafter until 61 sts. rem. 
Cont. until work measures 21 ins. (or 


length required) ending on a purl row. 
To Commence Heel: K18, patt. the next 
25 sts. and slip them on to a holder for 
instep, K18. Work on these 36 sts. work¬ 
ing all sts. on 1 needle, slip the 1st stitch 
purlwise on a purl row, knitwise on a 
knit row for 2\ ins. ending on a purl row. 
To turn heel: K21, K2 tog., Kl, turn, P8, 
P2 tog., PI, turn, K9, K2 tog., Kl, turn, 
P10, P2 tog., PI, turn, Kll, K2 tog., Kl, 
turn. Cont. in this way until all sts. are 
worked on to 1 needle. (22 sts.) Knit 
back 11 sts., thus completing heel. Using 
the set of No. 12 needles proceed as 
follows:— 

1st needle: Knit across rem. 11 sts. of 
heel, knit up 18 sts. on side of heel, with 
2nd needle work in patt. across the 25 
instep sts. with 3rd needle knit up 18 sts. 
on side of heel and rem. 11 sts. of heel. 
Shape for Instep: Work to and fro across 
these sts. on the 3 needles as follows: 

1st row: Purl. 

2nd row: 1st needle: Knit to last 3 sts., 
K2 tog., Kl. 

2nd needle: patt. 25 sts., 3rd needle: Kl, 
si. 1, Kl, p.s.s.o., knit to end. 

Rep. the 1st and 2nd rows until 63 sts. 
rem. Cont. straight until 5 ins. Deer. 1 
stitch in the centre of each needle on the 
last row ending on a purl row. Cont. in 
rounds of knit from this point. Slip 3 sts. 
at the end of the 1st needle on to the 2nd 
needle, then 3 sts. from the end of 3rd 
needle on to the 2nd needle. 

Shape for toe as follows working in 
rounds of knit:— 

1st round: 1st needle: Knit to last 3 sts., 
K2 tog., Kl. 

2nd needle: Kl, si. 1, Kl, p.s.s.o., knit to 
last 3 sts., K2 tog., Kl. 3rd needle: Kl, 
si. 1, Kl, p.s.s.o., knit to end. 

2nd round: Knit. 

Rep. these 2 rounds until 12 sts. rem. 
Knit the stitches of 1st needle on to the 
end of the 3rd needle and graft stitches 
tog. 

TO FINISH OFF: Press work lightly on 
the wrong side. With wrong side of work 
facing making a fine seam sew up leg 
and foot. Thread elastic through ribbing 
at top.

SOFTLY WASHING INSTRUCTIONS FOR HAND KNITS 

Dissolve one dessertspoonful of SOFTLY in a gallon of warm water. Swish to produce suds. Immerse 
garment in suds, squeeze gently and allow to soak for 5 minuses. Squeeze out again then rinse in 
two changes of warm water. Remove excess water by rolling in a towel, immediately unroll. Ease to 
shape and dry flat in shade on a clean towel. Press under a demp cloth. 
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
